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In the Claims 

1. (Currently Amended) A printer display, comprising: 

a control system to monitor progress in processing a print job; and 
5 a progress indicator to display progress information to indicate the progress 

in processing the print job , wherein the progress indicator comprises a virtual page 
associated with a page of the print iob and wherein the virtual page is illuminated 
strip by strip, as strips within the page of the print job are processed . 

10 2. (Original) The display of claim 1, wherein the progress information that the 
progress indicator displays includes a page number currently being processed. 

3. (Currently Amended) The display of claim 1, wherein the progress 
I indicator additionally c omprises a progress bar configured to move from zero to

respectively. 

4. (Original) The display of claim 1, wherein the progress indicator 
additionally comprises a progress bar configured to move from zero to one 

20 hundred percent at a beginning and at an end of the print job, respectively. 

5. (Original) The display of claim 1, wherein the control system is configured 
to monitor the progress by monitoring memory initially required for the print job 
and memory currently required for the print job. 
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6. (Original) The display of claim I, wherein the control system is configured 
to monitor the progress by measuring processing time required for completion of 
part of the print job and estimating remaining processing time for the print job. 

7. (Original) The display of claim 1, wherein the progress indicator is 
configured to indicate estimated remaining processing time in mm:ss notation. 



8. (Currently Amended) The display of claim 1, wherein the progress 
10 [ information indicator additionally comprises a virtual movie showing a printer 

processing a page of the print job from a time the printer initiates processing the 
page to a time when the printer completes processing the page.

detail and resolution of any subsequent pages in a print job .
